ROOSEVELT'S INAUGURAL ADDRESS TO ALL THE PEOPLE

Washington Thronged With Thousands of Visitors Blocking Every Strest
and Avenus, While Hundreds of Bands Played Martial Airs—The In.
augural Ball Was a Brilliant Ovation—Rough Riders Form

Chief
Justlee Fuller, in adminlstering the
oath, repeated n solemn function ' he
has performed four times—today his
last. Yet, with all this repetition, nota-
Ing wun Jaded and everything appeared
new,

The great crowd assembled for the
crowning event of a day full of fea-
tures, cannot be estimated even by
comparison, 1t extended far beyond
the reach of the volre and was so
densely packed nm to ecarry the stage
out of the slght of many, The capitol
plaza, resourceful in accommodating
the thousands eager to view the cere-
mony war completely filled.  People
came by (18 numerous streeta and ave-
nues, which, ke so many yawning,
ravenous mawe,  greedlly  swallowed
the throng untll every colgn of vant-
nge wns occupled. The trees, barren
of folinge, carrled thelr human burd-
ens on limbs capable of bearing the
woelght of man or boy, and so far away
a8 the terraces and marble steps of
the library of congresas (hoysands
stood.

Hours before the ceremony could be
expected o take place the people
sought the most advantageous posi-
tlona, They came by every means of
conyeyance, CcATringes discharging
their occupants blocks away, and cars
in steady stream unloading thelr pas-
sengers within  the preseribed area
from which the unlicensed vehlelen
were excluded, The number of con-
veyances of all kinds was totally in-
ndequale to meet the demands of the
publie,

The #cene was one of remarkahle
animation. Those who sought places
malntained a running fire of rafllery
and pughed and jostled ench other, the
sound of thelr volces mingling with
the shufMing of feet on the asphalte)
pinza, It was g cosmopolitan public,
varied and inclusive, taking In those
who from force of clreumstances and
lnok of opportunity were unable to
giln desirable placea to view the pro-
cesifon that was to follow,

Although the ceremony differed lit-
tle from those that have preceded It,
in the great sen of spectators probub-
ly there was a larger number of rep-
resentative Amerleans than any Inau-
guration has brought to Washington
The oastern states were rivalled in
point of attendance by reason of Presi-
dent Roosevelt's great popularity in
the middle and far west. Dolegutions
wore present from every one of the
insular possémnlons.  Many of them
bad never seen the capitol and to &
large number the Insuguration of a
president was wholly strange.
